A LAND GF GENIAL WARMTH 


An area so large as Texas saa 
has considerable variety of climate. It 
ranges from semi-tropical in the far sonth 
to that of the southern part of the tem- 
perate rone in the setr-arid regions of 
the ounmtams and neh plains tm the 
western and northwestern part of the 
State, In the eastern section north of 
the Gulf there is a district of considerable 
extent with notably high rainfall, ex- 
ceeding $5 inches a year, | 
Excepting in the highest lands, the 
winters are mild, save for the keen breath 
of an oceasional “norther,” and meir the 
eoast the heat of midsammer is pleas- 
antly tempered by breezes from the Gulf.

On the whole, the claim that Texas has 
an. ideal climate is fairly well justified, 
Some midsunmmer days m the far south 
wre Tather trying, and in every winter 


short spells of cold weather reach far

About 71 per cent of the population 
are native white Americans: 98 per cent 
of the population speak English: the re- 
maining 2 percent are Spanish speaking, 
being Ree Mexicans,” ‘hore are | 3 
percent of negroes in the population, but 
the percent of white is slowly gaining 
on this by means of a preater net incrense. 

There are 107,110 more males than 
fernales, according to last censtis, The 
death-rate is. 10 per 1,000 a year, and, as 
the births average 343 4 day, their ratio 
to deaths is nearly three to one, 

Immigration is about equal to the net 
imnerease by births. Many of the imni- 
grants are from other portions of the 
United States, and a fair proportion of

From an early date Texas has been 
famous for her cattle and many persons 
still have the idea that the entire State 
iS @ erent cattle range. The latest sta- 
tisti¢s show nearly 8,000,000 head of ¢at- 
tle; many more than in any other State. 

While some large ringes remain, nct- 
ably the King Ranch of 1,050,000 acres, 
numerous ranching districts have been 
cut up into farms and in general. the 
cattle business i dimintshing. "The note 
nous “long-horm’ steer ts nearly extinct, 
his place having been taken by the much 
higher grade, white-faced Herefords and 
other heavy cattle. These are much more 
profitable to sell ard cast but litte more 
to raise, after the herd is started. 
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Texas is eredited with over 1.600,000 
milk cows, 2,071,000 horses and sitles, 
over 2,000,000 sheep, and 3,205,000 hips, 
all of which, with the range steers, have 


@ value estimated at $372,557.00, 


The scrubby ‘Texas pony is also being 
displaced or hired uj to higher class, Now 
the average Texas horse is valterl at S71, 
and while this is not mp to the standard 


(of Itinots, for mstance, where the aver- 


age horse value is $100, it is far higher 
than it was a few years ago. 


A GHEAT LUMBER REGION 


‘Texas is one of our largest producers 
of pine umber and the eastern and morth- 
CUstern counties Contam extensive forests 
of fine tinber, There is aleo a liberal 
supply of hatdwoods, which are being 
freely cut. The forest conditions are 


very diverse, comprising the swamp and 


bivom growths und the wide territory of 
long-leaf pine to the east, the broad re- 
gion of post oak to the north, and the 
ull pine ee tel fr scattered over the 
summits and peaks of the far west. 

The stand of pine in Texas is estimated 
irom 27 to 40 billions of feet, anid of 
hardwood about to hillions more, The 
manufacture of pine lumber was about 
2 billion feet in the past year, with a sell- 
ing value of about 45 nullion dollars. 

MORE VALUAHLE THAN GOLD 

Texas has no great gold mines, but 
there are many mineral resources of far 
greater value. Petroleum has been pro- 
iuced in such large amounts that the 
State now stands fourth among the pro- 
ducers, with att output of tearly £3 mil- 
lion barrels a year, valued at about S7;- 
ong,ooo, This ail is not only in great 
demand for shipment, but rt is a valuable 
fuel for local use, 332 barrels of it being 
equal to a ton of coal, and only costing 
from $3 ta $3.25. 

There are in Texas more than 1,000 
miles of 6 to § inch pipe-lnes to carry 
the ol of Texas and Okinhoma, with ca- 
pacity of 50,000 barrels a day, and more 
than $1o,ocg,c00 are invested in pipe- 
lines, punmps, and tanks. Eight large re¢- 
fineries, with cupacity of 35,000 barrels 
a day, utilize a part of the output. 

Natural gas is also produced by some

Coal umilerlies a very large area in 
the State and in many places is mined 
cheaply. — 7 | 

It has been estimited hy the United 
States Geological Survey that the known 
areas of bituminows coal cover B.ao00 
square miles, and that 5.300 syitare miles 
less well known contain more or less 
workable coal, The known lignite areas 
cover 2,000 ayuare miles, and there is 
more or jess -valunble lignite under 53,000 
square miles: The total tonnage ts esti- 
tated at 31 billion tons, of which, less 
than one-tenth of one per cent has al- 
ready been mined, 

There are great deposits of iran ores, 
salt, lmilding stone, asphalt, clays, eyp- 
sum, and other valuable minerals in 
Texas, most of them not yet extensively 
developed, iw | 

Water, the most important and yalun- 
ble of all minerals. occurs in ocumerous 
streams and springs and in vast supplies 
underground and is tapped by artesian 
and other wells. 
utilized in tmany districts both for: do- 
mestie and mumeipal ue and for irriga- 
tom. | 

Texas is drawing more water fram the 
ground by artesian wells than any other 
State in the Union, not excepting South 
Dakota, and this water is one of the es- 
seritial clements in the developrient of 
wide areas, In which surface supplies are 
Insufficient or unsatisfactory in quality. 
Tlouston, for example, has y2 wells 300 
to 1.490 feet deep, yielding 28,000,000 
ralions a day, which is sold at 30 cents 
per Toon gallons.
